REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
References of record, taken singly or in combination, fail to teach or fairly 
suggest the saccadic-motion detection device of independent claim 1 , wherein, in 
a combination of elements of the device, an optical system is used to focus light 
reflected and/or emitted from a subject's eye directly onto a solid state 
semiconductor containing a photo sensitive imaging array which records the 
focusing light, and measures saccadic eye movement. With respect to the 
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system for detecting saccadic eye movement of independent claim 15, wherein, 
in a combination of elements of the system, an optical apparatus is used to focus 
light received from a subject's eye directly onto a motion transducer which 
provides at least one indication of saccadic eye motion over a discrete interval of 
time, it is noted, such a system is also not known in the art.
